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1. During August and September 1946, large numbers of Soviet ‘Oriental’ mechenized 
troops arrived in Siberia. They ere Korean, Mongolian, Wanchu, and Chinese and 
are estimated to mumbsr around 20,000 (F*6}. The troops are stationed in 
Voroshilov (Nikolsk Usuriak Aissuriiskiy7) where schools and clubs have been 
taken over to accommodate them.

Zo larga numbere of tcolored troops' of various Asiatic nationalitiss (ethnic 
groups?) are stationed in Viadivestok, Yoroshiloy, Posiet (180-45, 42-40), 
and Wovckievwsk (Nevokicvke 128-00, 62-007). ‘These Asiatic troops have more 
freedom of movements and entertainment and are quartered in a better manner 
shan the regulor Sovlet troops. however, the behavior of these troops is 
disappointing to the looal Sovist population. 
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
